motion carried, the council going in- 
to committee of the whole with Al- 
derman McFarland in the chair. 

The mayor asked if this was an au- 
dit. Could anybody swear ‘that it 
Was an audit ? 

Alderman McKenzie:—The auditor 
says before he can swear to an aud- 
dit he must have the books and there 
are no books in this case. 

Mr. Clarke, appealed to, said as 
far as he knew no proper’ set. of 
books existed. They were not in the 
Secretary’s office and they had not 
ibeen submitted to him. 

Asked by Alderman Rankin how he 
could prepare an audit of looks 
which did not exist. Mr. Clarke 
said he had not done so; he had pre-

ability.

that the difference was due to a loss 
on the sale of debentures and imme. 
diately found himself engaged in a 
discussion with the mayor upon’ the 
distinction between an offhand state- 
ment and a statement of fact. 

The auditor said the discrepancy 
was due to the fact that the deben- 
ture account had not been properly 
kept, the interest having been charg- 
ed against the principal.

Alderman McKenzie: ‘‘You shoul 
have seen that he took the oath of 
office.’” 

The mayor: “The auditor is the of- 
ficer of all others who should take 
the oath of office. He has had five 
months to check the collector’s roll 
and he has not done it. 

Alderman McFarland:—‘‘The collec- 
tor’s roll has nothing to do with the 
receipts and expenditures whatever.” 

Asked by Alderman Crawford for 
an expression of opinion, the solicitor 
said he did not think it would be 
out of order to accept an audit made 
by an auditor who had not taken 
the oath of office. He was none the 
less an auditor. 

The mayor said there was one-very 


peculiar feature in this matter. The 
offices of secretary and accountant 
had becn separated, The auditor 


was present with the committee. He 
seemed to think it was the 


thing to separate the two offices. 
Now the auditor was in favor of 
the offices being combined aud he 


{was an applicant for the position of 
secretary treasurer. 

Alderman Hulbert moved and A\l- 
derman Crawford seconded that the 
auditor’s report to the end of ‘April, 
1907, be accepted as submitted. The 
motion carried, and the committee of 
the whole rose and reported to the 
council, 

The matter was almost disposed of, 
but not quite., When the mayor had 
resumed his wonted place at the head 
of the board, he<dftew attention 
to the fact that the audit had been 
accepted, but not adopted. Another 
resolution set this right, and the 
council passed on to the business left 
‘unfinished at Tuesday’s sitting. 

The mayor's letter recommending 
the appointment of a police magis- 
trate and a milk and meat inspector 
came first.

| from three to five hundred. Three or 
four years ago it was said officially 
to number six hundred, As only a 
stray Indian or so now and then pen- 
,etrates the range of these animals 
there is good cause for the wide dif- 
‘ference of figures. Actually very lit- 
tle is known of the herd. Other 
pure-blood bison in Canada are 88 
animals in the National Park, Banff, 
|eleven at Winnipeg and two at Tor- 
onto, making in all 851 pure-bloods 
within the Dominion. With the arri- 
val of the new herd from Montana, 
Canada will have ai least 650 pure- 
hison or a number about 
;equal to the total af the herds south 
of the boundary line.

Hopeful of All-Red Route. 


Ottawa, May 30.— Hon. Clifford 
Sifton, who returned to Ottawa, to- 
day after a “three month's absence in 
England, is sanguine of the speedy re- 
alization of the proposed imperial 
scheme for q fast new service between 
England and Australia, via Cabada, 
He expressed the opinion, that the 
negotiations now under way between 
the imperial and the colonial govern- 
ments would result in the establish- 
ing of a new independent fast steam- 
ship service on the Atlantic, backed 
by a company of capitalists head- 
ed by Lord Strathcona. A twenty- 
four or twenty'five knot Atlantic ser- 
vice is to be given by ocean liners, 
The transcontinental service from Ha- 
lifax to Vancouver is to be shortened 
and on the Pacific, an eighteen knot 
service is to be established from Can- 
ada to Australia and New Zealand, 
and also to Japan and China. This 
large project, Mr. Sifton believes, 
will be the outstanding result of the 
recent imperial conference. Mr. Sif- 
ton, himself, is one of the prime mov- 
ers in the scheme and has been for 
the past few weeks im close touch 
with the capitalists and the represen- 
tatives of the colonial and the  im- 
perial governments behind the enter- 
prise. 

“The results of my observations,” 
he says, ‘leads me to conclude that 
if a persistent and determined — effort 
is made, a successful conclusion can 
be reached within a reasonably short 
time.’’ In respect to the conference, 
itself, Mr. Sifton says that Canadi- 
ans should be well satisfied with the 
results,
